DETAILED ACTION 

This is the fifth office action for U.S. Application 1 1/828,746 for a Hold Down 
Device filed on April 20, 2007. Claims 10-14, 16-21, and 23-25 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10-14, 16-21, and 23-25 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not disclose a hold down device 
with a container that has a top portion, a bottom portion, a front end and a rear end; with 
a handle and feet coupled to the bottom of the container; a hose recess that comprises 
a right wall, a left wall, an upper wall, and a rear wall, and extends from the front end up 
to the rear end of the container to form the rear wall, and receiving a discharge hose 
and a sewer fitting between the walls and a ground surface the bottom portion of the 
container rests on for holding down the discharge hose during draining; and an opening 
on the front end of the container. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
